OR HUMAN NEEDS 
From the Inter Dependent 
U.S. United Nations Association 
Most students of American 
politics agree that you can have 
either low unemployment or low 
inflation, but you can’t have 
both— the issue is one of 
priorities 
and 
has 
divided 
Democrats and Republicans for 
decades. In recent months this 
classical 
American dilemma 
has become the subject of in­ 
tense global debate. 
Internationally, the question 
involves a perplexing "small is 
beautiful” versus “development 
now,’ debate, and this debate 
was recently played out at the 
World Employment Conference 
in Geneva. 
The conference, 
sponsored by the International 
Labor Organization (ILO), took 
a hard look at global unem­ 
ployment 
and 
poverty, 


especially in Third World where 
jobless rates are highest. 
In his report to the conference, 
the 
ILO 
Director-General 
disputed the traditional notion 
that rapid industrial growth 
alone can reduce the debilitating 
poverty 
of 
the developing 
countries and provide the jobs 
they so desperately need. He 
favored instead an idea which 
has recently become popular in 
development circles— that 
development strategy should 
focus less on industrial growth 
and raising income levels and 
more on ensuring that such 
basic human needs as food and 
shelter are met for the poorest 
citizens of the Third World. To 
accomplish this the conference 
endorsed a strategy that it is 
hoped will create more than 1 
billion jobs in the developing 
countries by the year 2000, by 
using 
simple, 
sm all-scale, 
inexpensive, 
labor-intensive 
machinery and equipment. 
Yet this approach stings the 
pride of many third worlers. Not 
only do they fear that their 
growth will be slowed, but they 
object to the proposition that 
they would best be served by an 
international division of labor 
where they would continue to be 
the hewers of wood and drawers 
of water for the rich countries— 
who would pursue the much 
more rewarding and prestigious 
high-technology activities. The 
message was clar. To many 
developing countries, small is 
not necessarily beautiful. 
Some observers have men­ 
tioned other possible bases for 
these Third-World fears. The 
Financial 
Times 
of 
London 
recently 
noted that capital- 
intensive development greatly 
benefits local governments and 
ruling elites but not the im­ 
poverished masses. In addition, 
whatever costs a high-growth 
policy carries are frequently 
borne by those groups least able 
to afford them. 
The 
conference 
essentially 
papered over this jobs-versus- 
growth 
problem, 
but 
the 
dilemma remains for the poor 
countries. Either try to catch up 
with the industrialized world 
and risk incereased internal 
porvery, or redistribute wealth 
domestically and fall farther 
and farther behind the rich 
countries in terms of income, 
wealth and control of world 
resources.

INV ESTIGATING THE 
MARINES 
The U.S. Marine Corps was 
never intended to be a country 
club, but neither was it supposed 
to be a chamber of horrors. And 
yet, 
despite 
the 
periodic 
promises of reform, the abuse of 
recruits at the Corps’ Parris 
Island and San Diego boot 
camps seems to continue. 
One of the most brutal and 
inexcusable incidents occurred 
at San Diego last December 
when a Texas recruit, Pvt. Lynn 
McClure was beaten into un­ 
consciousness 
by 
his fellow 


recruits 
while training 
per­ 
sonnel stood by. McClure was no 
ordinary recruit He had been 
turned down by the Army and 
the Navy as mentally unfit. But 
the Marine Corps, which likes to 
boast about its superior stan­ 
dards, 
took him, 
perhaps 
because its recruiting program 
was lagging at the time. Pvt. 
McClure, died as a result of the 
beating 
and 
the 
Marines 
launched an investigation. But 
when it was all over and a court- 
martial had been held, no one 
was found guilty of any charge. 
Fortunately, the matter has 
not been dropped. A House 
Armed Services subcommittee, 
chaired 
by Representative 
Lucien Nedzi of Michigan, has 
been conducting hearings into 
Marine Corps training policies. 
And the Corps itself now gives 
physical exams to every recruit 
within 72 hours of his arrival at a 
training base. The Corps has 
also abandoned the use of pugil 
sticks, 
which 
caused 
other 
serious 
injuries 
before 
McClure’s. 
In the past the Marine Corps, 
like the FBI and the CIA, was 
considered such a sacred cow 
that 
in 
the 
eyes 
of

legislators, it could do no wrong.

tornado or an earthquake brings 
everybody to the rescue and a 
new spirit of neighborliness is 
immediately apparent.

We will kick up a fuss, then, on 
the slightest provocation, or 
even for the excitement. Some

seem 
thoroughly 
irresponsible, especially when 
the health and life of people are 
at stake.

position and sometimes make a 
stand simply to assert their 
power. 
But the complexities of labor 
relations cannot be dismissed in 
so sweeping a fashion. For one 
thing, the proportion of disputes 
to the number of contented, 
hard-working men and women, 
is very small indeed. Strikes 
might seem continuous, but it is 
not the same people striking all 
the time; a case once settled 
usually holds firm for several 
years if not for all time. Besides 
which, the relationship of wages 
to purchasing power in an in­ 
flationary 
monetary spiral 
needs constant balance. 
Even when he is causing the 
greatest of inconvenience, the 
worker has to be excused his 
objections if he is reasonable 
when attempts are made to 
meet him half way because, 
basically, he, too, “has a mind to 
work.” He is like this, not to 
save his country, or to provide 
for his family, though these are 
factors that keep him going, but 
because he needs his work for 
health of both body and mind. 
Let unemployment become a 
nation’s problem and its people 
cry out for work, even when 
unemployment 
benefits 
are 
provided. 
The 
American, 
especially, 
prides 
him self on his in­ 
dependence. 
His 
forefathers 
built the nation by their own 
sweat and blood, and the present 
generation is going to maintain 
it that way. 
Look at the strong face por­ 
trayed on our front cover. The 
dignity of labor has etched itself 
into the lines of that rugged 
countenance It was not only for 
self-preservation that the an­ 
cient Jew of Bible days taught 
their youth a trade, “working 
with their own hands” as Paul 
the Apostle boasted he did, even 
though he earned his living as 
lawyer, priest, administrator or 
scribe 
A nation is wealthy only in 
accordance with its production; 
a man is rich only if he puts 
more into life than he takes out. 
That is true economically; it is 
also

Freedom of Information Act, for 
any files the department might 
have on him. 
The Customs Service is also a 
T reasury 
agency, 
which 
cooperates closely with the IRS. 
Yet 
Alexander submitted 
a 
separate Freedom 
of Infor­ 
mation request for the Customs 
Services’ files on him. 
Under 
the Freedom of 
Information 
Act, 
American 
citizens are entitled to know 
what’s in their federal files. But 
it is unprecedented for a high 
official to request his personal 
files from his own associates. 
Perhaps it shouldn't be sur­ 
prising that Alexander is ap­ 
prehensive. He was accused of 
blocking a tax audit of Sen. 
Joseph 
Montoya, 
D.-N.M. 
Alexander also impeded another 
tax 
investigation, 
which 
in­ 
volved his former law partners, 
he protested his innocence in 
both cases 
S u b seq u en tly , 
C ustom s 
identified Alexander as 
a 
possible defendant in a criminal 
investigation of Procter and 
Gamble, 
the 
soap colossus, 
which has its headquarters in 
his hometown of Cincinnati. 
Back in 1972, Procter and 
Gamble 
discovered it owed 
import duties, totaling $29,000 , 
on toys purchased from Japan. 
The firm sought the counsel of 
Alexander, who was then a 
respected Cincinnati attorney. 
He advised the company to 
ignore the $29,000 deficiency but 
to pay all future duties. A 
Customs investigation alleged 


that Procter and Gamble made 
false statements to evade the 
duty payments. Alexander was 
w accused of conspiring to defraud 
the government. 
The $29,000 was small change 
for the soap kings 
But the 
company could have been hit 
with penalities equaling 
the 
domestic value of the toys. This 
could have added up to millions 
of dollars. 


Customs referred the case to 
the Justice Dept. Our sources 
say that Customs also asked the 
U. S. attorney in Seattle, where 
the toy shipments arrived, to 
subpoena 
Alexander. 
The 
prosecutor 
refused, saying 
Alexander violated no laws. 
The IRS also showed 
us a 
personal letter to Alexander 
from 
form er 
W atergate 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski. The 
letter declares: “ I see nothing 
unethical in the advice you 
rendered 
(to Procter 
and 
Gamble) and to indicate that 
some type of criminal conduct 
may have been involved is 
ludicrous.” 


Other sources close to the 
investigation 
concluded 
that 
Alexanders' conduct in fact was 
unethical 
But they agreed it 
wasn’t illegal. 
Alexander began 
to stew, 
nevertheless, over the results of 
the Customs investigation. He 
asked his associates at Customs 
and the Treasury what the files 
showed. They assured him that 
they had not compiled extensive 
files on his activities. 
Still suspicisous, Alexander 
invoked 
the 
Freedom 
of 
Information Act and submitted 
a formal request on official IRS 
stationery for his files. His 
assistant, Thomas Glynn, ex­ 
plained to our associate Marc 
Smolonsky 
that Alexander 
wanted 
to find out whether 
Customs had made an “ i m ­ 
proper investigation” of him. 
Customs responded, deadpan, 
with a routine letter demanding: 
“Before we initiate a review of 
Customs records, it is necessary 
that you submit a notorized 
statement 
ascertaining 
your 
identity.” 
Burning over the indignity, 
the 
internal 
revenue 
com- 
missoner provided the notorized 


proof that he was indeed, Donald 
Alexander He also requested 
that all fees be waived, con­ 
tending that the records would 
be "in the public interest." 
He got back a batch of old 
newspaper clippings from his 
Treasury file. The Customs file

Taxes, and what to do about them, have become a 
foremost campaign issue as November 2 approaches. 
This 
is as it should be. since the new tax bill, recently 
signed by President Ford, is unsatisfactory on four 
major counts: 
I) The bill further complicates an already horren­ 
dously complicated tax code. Anyone whose tax returns 
involve anything beyond the most basic computations 
must either hire an accountant at considerable ad­ 
ditional expense or else resign himself to endless 
manhours and sleepless nights trying to figure out his tax 
bill for himself. The quality of our lives is degraded on 
this count alone. 
b) Instead of supporting the shift of a certain part of 
GNP from consumption to investment — now more 
necessary than ever as our current production plants 
wear out — the bill does the opposite. Double taxation of 
dividends continues. The holding period to establish 
capital gains has been lengthened from the present six 
months to nine months in 1977 and 12 months in 1978. 
Special depreciation advantages for pJant and equipment 
to be installed in areas with high unemployment were 
declined by the tax writers. 
c) The pernicious effect of inflation on taxation con­ 
tinues. Nothing was done to offset the increased tax rates 
which result w hen income does no more than rise to keep 
pace with inflation. Real purchasing power in such a case 
declines. 
d) The main 
objective 
of the tax bill still seems 
to be the further redistribution of income, while two 
major aspects of the tax problem are overlooked: 1) the 
change in the spending of tax receipts and 2) the change 
in the social structure which has shifted the main tax- 
paying burden from the shrinking upper income groups 
to the middle class. 
Neither the tax bill, nor the presidential candidates, 
seem to realize the simple truth: if the majority of the 
people want more welfare services, they will have to pay 
for them in the form of higher taxes 
No mere “soak the rich” proposals will do more than 
hide this fact and. if carried out, create further d isin ­ 
centives to invest in the new industrial plant necessary to 
keep our economic system going. 
Americans had thus better decide what they really 
want Because if it is to be cradle- to the- grave security, 
then it is the average American, not just the “other guy," 
who will have to pay the bill.

shelter are met for the poorest 
citizens of the Third World. To 
accomplish this the conference 
endorsed a strategy that it is 
hoped will create more than 1 
billion jobs in the developing

labor-intensive 
m achinery and equipment 
Yet this approach stings the 
pride of m any third worlers Not 
only do they fear that their 
growth will be slowed, but they 
object to the proposition that 
they would best be served by an 
international division of labor 
where they would continue to be 
the hewers of wood and draw ers 
of w ater for the rich countries— 
who would pursue the much 
more rew arding and prestigious

sonnel stood by McClure was no 
ordinary recruit.

BALTIMORE (AP) — Motivation takes many forms. For Joe 
Ehrmann, it was the presence of national television. For John 
Dutton, it was the memory of a rookie season best forgotten. And 
for Lydell Mitchell, it was the fact that it was “a big game." 
Whatever turned them on, Ehrmann, Dutton, Mitchell and the 
rest of the Baltimore Colts were ready for Monday night’s 
nationally televised game against Houston, and the Oilers could 
do nothing to dampen the spirit. 
The Colts, playing in their first Monday night National Football 
League gam e in four years, turned Houston turnovers into early 
touchdowns and held the Oilers' explosive offense in check for a 
38-14 victory. 
The trium ph w as the Colts’ fifth in a row and gave them a 7-1 
record and a two-game lead over New England in the Am erican 
Conference E ast. Houston now is 4-4 after losing its third con­ 
secutive game. 
“We were high.” said Ehrm ann, who had four tackles and a 
quarterback sack from his right defensive tackle position. “ A lot 
of it was team pride; not a feeling that we had been slighted by 
TV, but we just had the chance to say, ‘Hey, here we are.’” 
The Colts gave up 190 net yards to Houston, but most of them 
cam e in two late touchdown drives. At the half, the Oilers had 
minus-seven yards passing and just 54 yards yards total offense. 
Dutton, the third-year defensive end who also had one of the 
Colts' six sacks, agreed that TV helped get the team up for 
Houston.

In addition to this work, which 
is covered by the officeholder's 
regular salary as part of the job, 
it costs the county thousands of 
iollars for printing costs and to 
3ay workers on election day.

have a light turnout, they feel 
like they wasted money. 
Based on early indicators, 
however, Capp6 said it appears 
there may be a heavier vote 
than usual in Stoddard County.

Pennsylvania, Michigan, Texas 
and at least a dozen other states. 
Sunny skies and crisp autumn 
temperatures 
w o t the rule 
across most of the country. 
Election analysts had pre­ 
dicted that only slightly more 
than half the 150 million Ameri­ 
cans of voting age would go to 
the polls today. In 1972, the 
turnout was 55 per cent. 
The number of Americans 
who go to the polls may be the 
biggest single factor determin­ 
ing whether Gerald R. Ford or 
Jimmy Carter is elected presi­ 
dent of the United States today. 
Ford and Carter ended their 
campaigns Monday night with 
rallies in Michigan, barely 100 
miles apart. 
Then the campaign was over. 
The candidates could only join 
with millions of other Ameri­ 
cans and vote.

For months the candidates 


traveled back and forth across 
the nation, east and west, north 
and south, speaking in airports, 
at downtown intersections, at 
suburban shopping centers, the 
Republican President and his 
Democratic challenger appeal­ 
ing for an electoral mandate to 
lead the United States into its 
third century. 
But after all the miles and all 
the words, election day arrived 
with no clear indication which 
candidate would emerge as the 
choice of the people. 
An Associated Press state-by- 
state survey showed the out­ 
come was uncertain in nearly 
half the 50 states. Twenty-four 
states with 237 electoral votes 
were rated as too close to call. 
Carter was seen as leading in 15 
states and the District of Co­ 
lumbia for 210 electoral votes. 
Ford was found leading in 11 
states with 91 electoral votes.
